Both buds and blooms have Hybrid Tea beauty of form but you get 
. hundreds more in big clusters with long individual stems for cutting. The 
Grandiflora plants are characteristically vigorous, erect and tall growing, among 
the easiest of roses to grow. They’ re marvelous for the back row in a rose 
garden, for a tall rose hedge, or as a colorful garden shrub. Pages 12 and 13. 


Hybrid Teas are the foundation of every rose garden. They are characterized 
, by large flower size, excellent form in bud and bloom. They have long 
Hybr id Tea stems and are fine for cutting and arranging. You will find the special colors 
you like among them. Plants vary in height from low to tall—many are 
exceptionally fragrant. See pages 14 to 32. 


Standard or tree-shaped roses are grown by budding the desired variety into 


Tree Roses a specially grown tall straight trunk. Colorful blooms are displayed by the 
bushy head which starts about 3 feet above ground level. See page 32. 


All climbing roses will do essentially the same job—cover a pergola or arbor, 
Climbers flatter a wall or fence, or hide an unsightly view. However, there are 

differences in the blooming habit, hardiness and ultimate size, so you should 

choose to best suit your need. See pages 33 to 35.

AARS stands for All-America 
Rose Selections, a national non- 
profit organization set up to test 
and evaluate each year’s new 
rose varieties and to select the 
best for All-America Awards. 


Any new rose is eligible for en- 
try. Identified only by number, 
plants go through the two years 
of testing in 22 official test gar- 
dens located throughout Amer- 
ica. Each garden represents a 
different condition of soil and 
climate. 


Some of America’s best qualified 
rose judges periodically score 
the entries on a _ point basis 
(from zero to maximum points 
for color, vigor, form and each 
of the other qualities set up in 
the scoring schedule), and the 
rose scoring highest may (at the 
discretion of the All-America 
jury) be honored with one of the 
coveted All-America Awards. 


You can be sure that any rose 
which holds such an award and 
wears the AARS tag is a superior 
kind. It has come out on top in 
the world’s most thorough test of 
roses.
